The Garments in this leaflet were crocheted in 4-ply Crepe. 


MATERIALS: Aotea 4-ply Yarn. 

Round Neck Blouse. A size 10 crochet hook (or any size hook which wilt 
achieve the correct tension}. 

Square Neck Blouse. A size 9 crochet hook, a size 10 hook for edges. 

MEASUREMENTS: (Round Neck Blouse) To fit 33 {354: 38: 40i) inch bust. 
(Actual garment measures 2ins more). 

Length: 204 (21: 21: 21±) ins. 

(Square Neck Blouse) To fit 34-38 inch bust. 

Length 204 (20i) 

Please Note: To make size 32 or 36 inch bust we suggest using the larger 
size instructions in each case and a size smaller hook. Motifs made l^ins 
square will result in a size smaller than instructions. 

TENSION: (Rou nd Neck) One repeat of pattern measures exactly 14 ins. 

(Square Neck) Each motif measures 2 ins square. 

ABBREVIATIONS: Ch, chain; si st, slip stitch; dc, double crochet; tr, treble, 
ins, inches; rep, repeat; cont, continue($)(ing); ptn, pattern, sp, space; beg, 
beginning); rem, remain(s)(ing); fin, finish(es)(ing): wl, wool or yarn. 


ROUND NECK BLOUSE 
BACK: Work 105 (112: 119: 126) ch. 

1st row: 2 tr, 2 ch and 2 tr into 5th 
ch from hook (shell made), * miss 2 ch, 

1 tr into each of next 2 ch, miss 2 ch,' 

2 tr, 2 ch and 2 tr into next ch, rep 
from * ending row with miss I ch, I 
tr into next ch, 3 ch turn, 

2nd row: 2 tr, 2 ch and 2 tr into the 
2 ch sp of first shell, * I tr into each of 
next 2 single tr, 2 tr, 2 ch and 2 tr into 
2 ch sp of next shell; rep from * ending 
with I tr into top of turning ch, 3 ch, 
turn; Rep 2nd row until work meas ap¬ 


prox 13 ins (or length required to arm¬ 
hole), turning last row with I ch. 

Shape Armholes: 1st row; SI st ac¬ 
ross first shell ptn, I dc into first single 
tr, tr into next tr, ptn to last rep of 
ptn, I tr into single tr, dc into next tr, 
si st to end. Break wl and fasten off. 
Turn work. 

2nd row: Rejoin wl to top of first 
tr in 2nd half of 2nd shell from end, 3 
ch (stands for I tr), I tr into base of 3 
ch (half shell made), ptn until 2 tr have 
been worked into ch sp of 2nd shell 
from end. Armhole shapings are now 







completed for 1st and 2nd sizes, turn 
with 3 ch (for 1st and 2nd sizes only) 
and cont in ptn as now established. 
For 3rd and 4th sizes, work as fof:— 

3rd row: SI st across half shell, I dc 
into tr, I tr Into tr, ptn until 3rd shell 
from end has been completed, I tr into 
tr, I dc into next tr, turn with I ch. 

4th row: SI st into top of tr, 3 ch 
(stands for I tr), ptn until 3rd shell from 
end has been completed, I tr into tr, 
turn with 3 ch. Armhole shapings now 
completed for 3rd and 4th sizes. Cont 
in ptn until armholes (meas in a straight 
line parallel to beg of armhole shap¬ 
ings) are approx 4^ (5: 5: 5^) ins. 

Shape Neck, 1st row: Ptn across un- 
til 4-£ (4-^: 5: 5) shells have been worked, 

I tr into each of 2 single tr, I dc into 
next st, si st into next st, I ch, turn. 

2nd row: SI st across until I st has 
been worked into 2 ch sp of 4th (4th: 
5th: 5th) complete shell from armhole, 

I ch, 2 tr into sp, then ptn to end. 

3rd row: Rep first row but working 

1 shell less than stated at beg of first 
row. 

4th row: SI st across to top of 2nd 
single tr from hook, 3 ch (for I tr), ptn 
to end, 3 ch, tqj-n.* 

Work 2 more rows ptn (omitting turn¬ 
ing ch at end of last row). Armholes 
should now meas (7: 7: 7*) ins. 

5th row: Ptn until 2 (2: 3: 3) complete 
shells have been worked from armhole 
edge, tr into each of next 2 single tr, 

2 tr into next 2 ch sp (half shell), 3 ch, 
turn. 

Work one more row ptn (half shell) at 
neck edge on all sizes and half shell at 
armhole edge on 1st and 2nd sizes. 
Turn with I ch. 

Shape Shoulder: SI st across ^ (j: I: 
I) shell, 1 dc into each of next 2 tr, si 
st until one st has been worked into ch 
sp of next shell, I ch, 2 tr into sp (half 
shell), ptn to end. Fasten off. 

Opposite side of neck, 1st row: Re¬ 
join wl to top of 5^ [5-^: 6: 6)th shell 
from armhole edge, si st !, dc into next 
st, I tr into each of next 2 tr, ptn to 
end. 

2nd row: Ptn until 2 tr have been 


worked into 4 (4: 5: 5)th complete shell 
from armhole, I ch, si st into next st, 
turn with I ch. 

3rd row: SI st 2, dc into next st, 1 
tr into each of next 2 tr, ptn to end. 

4th row: Work in ptn until I single tr 
has been worked after 3rd (3rd: 4th: 
4th) complete shell from armhole, turn. 

5th row: SI st across to 2nd half of 
first shell from hook, 3 ch, I tr into 
base of 3 ch, ptn to end. 

Work one more row (half shell at 
neck edge), turn with 3 ch. 

Shape Shoulder: Ptn across shells 
and 2 single tr, half shell into next ch 
sp, I ch, si st across rem half of shell, 

1 dc into each of next 2 tr, si st to end. 
Fasten off. 

Front: Work as for back, working 2 
rows less than on back to beg of neck 
shaping [for a lower neckline 4 rows 
less). Shape neck as on back, then work 

2 more rows on finished shoulder sts 
than on back before shapings shoulders. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work lightly with 
warm iron and damp cloth. Join shoul¬ 
der and side seams. Edgings: Work dc 
around neck, armholes and lower edges, 
arranging so that there are multiples 
of 6 dc on edges. Next round: * I dc 
In next st, miss 2 sts, 5 tr in next st, miss 
2 sts; rep from * around, fin with a si 
st in first dc. Fasten off. 

Try to arrange scallops so that they 
are worked either between the 2 tr of 
previous row, or if preferred, above the 
shell of previous row especially on front 
of neck. 

SQUARE NECK BLOUSE 

First Motif: 6 ch. join into ring with 
a si st. 

1st round: 5 ch (stands for I tr and 
2 ch), * f tr, 2 ch: rep from * 6 more 
times, then join with si st to 3rd of 5 ch 
at beg. There are now 8 spaces and 8 
"spokes" around ring. 

2nd round: 8 ch (stands for 1 tr and 
5 ch), * 3 tr into next 2 ch sp, 3 ch, 3 
tr into next sp, 5 ch; * rep from * to 
* twice more, 3 tr into next sp, 3 ch, 
2 tr into next sp, then join with a si st 
to 3rd of 8 ch worked at beg of round. 
Fasten off. 






Second Motif: Please Note: This 
method of joining is optional. If pre¬ 
ferred all motifs may be made as the

front 


first one and joining done by neatly 
sewing the 5 ch loops to adjoining 
ones and joining the 3 ch loops in the 
same way. Work as first motif until 
first round is completed. 

2nd round: 5 ch [stands for I tr and 
2 ch), I dc into 5 ch loop of first motif, 
2 ch, 3 tr into next 2 ch space of 2nd 


motif, I ch, I dc into next 3 ch loop 
of first motif, I ch, 3 tr into next sp on 
2nd motif, 2 ch, I dc into next 5 ch 
loop of first motif, 2 ch, now work from 
* to * on 2nd round of first motif twice, 

3 tr into next sp, 3 ch, 2 tr into next 
sp, join by si st into 3rd of 5 ch at 
beg of round..Fasten off. 

Make 159 motifs for size 34 and 176 
for size 38. Join together as indicated 
in the diagram (size 38 will have one 
extra row of motifs down centre from 
that indicated in diagram). If size 32 or 
36 is made using a smaller hook, it will 
probably be necessary to insert an ex¬ 
tra row of motifs at armholes or body 
to obtain the required length. 

TO MAKE UP: Sew or join together 
all motifs as shown in the diagram. 
Press work lightly with warm iron over 
damp cloth. Join side seams. Edge- 
ings: 1st round: With No. 10 hook, 
work dc all around, taking 2 dc into 
each ch loop and I dc into top of each 
tr, fin with si st into top of first dc. 
2tid round: 3 ch, I tr into each dc all 
around fin with si st into top of 3 ch. 
To keep corners square: Work to 4 dcs 
from corner, work half tr into each of 

4 dcs, leaving loops on hook (5 loops 
on hook), wl over and pull through all 

5 loops tog, keeping wl firm. Work an¬ 
other group of 4 half tr at other side 
of corner still holding work fairly 
tightly. Rep this at each corner. At end 
of round work 2 ch to turn. 3rd round: 
Dc all around fin with si st into top of 
2 ch. 
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
